REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of this patent application is respectfully 
requested in view of the foregoing amendments, and the following 
remarks. Claims 4 and 5 are in the application. Claims 1-3 have 
been canceled- The specification has been amended. No new 
matter has been added. 

The Examiner objected to the specification, stating that the 
Abstract was too long and that the description lacked headings. 
Applicant has amended the description to add headings, and has 
added a new abstract, attached hereto. 

The Examiner objected to the claims for some informalities. 
Applicant has canceled claims 1-3 and has added new claims 4 and 
5. Claim 4 includes the elements of original claims 1 and 2, and 
claim 5 corresponds to original claim 3. Applicant has removed 
the reference numerals, started each claim with "A" and re-wrote 
some of the language to improve the grammar. 

The Examiner rejected claim 1 under 35 USC 102 as being 
anticipated by Helsing et al . The Examiner stated that claims 2 
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and 3 would be patentable if rewritten in independent form. As 
stated above, new claim 4 corresponds to original claims 1 and 2, 
and claim 5 corresponds to original claim 3, and depends from 
claim 4 . 

Accordingly, Applicant submits that claims 4 and 5 are 
patentable over the cited reference. Early allowance of the 
claims is respectfully requested.
